Jensen Family to Sue 


The Town of Wilmington is to be sued by the Jen- 
sen family of Andover Street, for the monies col- 


lected over the past years for Water Betterments. 
Arthur Jensen of 56 Andover Street made the 
statement Tuesday evening. during a Hatch Act 
hearing being held in the former Mildred Rogers 
School. 

The Hatch Act concerned a drainline on Ainsworth 
Road. which is private property and belongs to 
Robert Corey of Lowell. The Jensen family are 
paying water main betterments imposed by the Town 
of Wilmingtn for a water main on that road. 

Jensen's father, Henry, objected strongly at a 
Betterment Hearing about ten years ago, to having 
to pay for betterments. He was told by the then 
Chairman of the Board of Selectmen that he could 
have his land reqoned to Industrial, if he would go 
along with the betterments. Henry Jensen replied 
that he only wanted to keep his farm, and he already 
had town water, and didn't want to pay for somebody 
else's town water. 

The Betterment would have become fully opera- 
tional if the then overpaid Town Manager had per- 
formed his duty, and had the vote of the town 
recorded in the Registry of Deeds, in Lowell. But 
this he did not do, and the Jensen family ever since 


have been paying for a water betterment on provate 
property.
